Pekin, China, Oct. 12.—Between five and six thousand 
Chinese troops in Hankow native city are reported to have 
mutinied this morning and killed from 200 to 300 Manchus. 
The rebels occupied Sui Ting Fu yesterday. It is believed 
revolutionaries will attempt to destroy the railway and pre- 
vent transportation to Hu Peh province of the troops that 

were concentrated in See Chuen last month. 


WHOLE INTERIOR IN TURMOIL 


Hankow, China, Oct. 12.—The revolutionary move- 
iment is gaining momentum with every hour. Since yester- 
day it has swepi the little city of Hand Yan and the native 
quarter of Hankow. Great numbers of Chinese are joining 
the movement voluntarily. The losses in fighting thus far 
aggregate several hundred, but practically all the dead are 
Manchus . The slogan of the movement, which is guided by 
shrewd: and temperate leaders, is evidently “Down with the 
Manchus!” Thus far there has been no indication of any ani- 
mosity against foreigners on the part of the revolutionists. 

The capture of Pan Yang, which is a town of perhaps 

100,600, just north of Hankow, has delivered into the hands 
of the revolutionists the arsenal and the important Han Yang 
iron works, 
: The revolutionists had no trouble in Han Yang, over- 
 whelmingly cutnumbering the royal troops. General Change

presented it te the pope as a papal state is the statoment of Le italian, an 
Italian newspaper of Chicago edited by Oscar Durante, 

Several columns of the first page of the paper which will be issued to- 
morrow are devoted to editorials and news items, the burden of which is that 
italy wiih demand the ceding of Jcrusatem and the Holy Land as itndemnifica- 
tlon for the expenses incurred in the war with Turkey over Tripoli. Thas 
the Holy Land will be presented to the pope, thus restoring to him temporal 
power, that this will bring about a reconciliation between the vatican and the 
quirinal, bringing to an end the self-imposed retirement of the holy father 
since the papal states in Italy were seized hy the Italian governmont; that for 
the first time since the days of the Crusades the cross will replace tho cres- 
cont in the land most sacred to those professing the Christian religion. 

The news item on which the articles are based comes as a special cables 
gram from a correspendent who for a year is sald to have had a specialty 
good source of information in the vatican. “Italy is to redeem the Holy Lang. 
It will make a gift of it to the head of Christendom. Italy will.” Now a pro- 
tectorate of Tripoli and an offer of Indemnity no longer will satisfy Staly, buc 
complete annexation and reimbursement of the war cxponses Incurred up to 
tho present will be demanded.
